, IHh the surrender of the- Germans, Subject fled Hungary in Kay 194? end was 
nptured in Obcr-Draubovurg, Austria by the British end held in the Spital C fl mp there, 
r escuftfu e.f»rr ore week, feur.ing repetriatior. to the MG3R. Subject, Ms wife, and 
-.her Circassian- .;cr< subsequently held in Li^eehoufen Camp (Austria). He again 
visited the Pritish Kec Cross there and stated t?-et he m,i his followers wex'e resid- 
ents oi' Greece who had been sent yL^fllfi 4 *iLit & bo r to Anstr’c* t> the Germans. 
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The british Red Ctojs it: VUJ&ch provided Subject with travel certificates Tor h 4 r. pu 
end his group 3 teting thu* they were prodeding to the Greek Cor.cul in bari in 
order to be repatriated to Greece.
